The Institutions are contained in four Booki : each Book 
is divided into Titles; and each Title into Faragraphs; of 
-which the first, described by the Letters pr. or prindp, is not 
numbered. The Digests or Pandects are in fifty Books: 
each Book is distributed into Titles; each Title into Laws; 
and, very frequently, Laws into Paragraphs, of which the first 
is not numbered. The Code is comprised in twelve Books: 
each of which is divided, like the Digests, into lltles and Laws; 
and, sometimes. Laws into Paragraphs. The Novels are dis- 
tinguished by their Number, Chapter, and Paragraph. 

The old way of quoting was much more troublesome, by 
only mentioning the Number, or initial Words, of the Para- 
graph or Law, without expressing the number either of Book 
or Title. Thus § si adverstis la Jnst. de Nuptiis, means the 12th 
Paragraph of the Title in the Institutions de Nuptiis, which 
Paragraph begins with the Words si adversus; and which a 
modem Civilian would cite thus, I. 1. 10. is. So Z. 30 D. de 
R. /. signifies the 30th Law of the Title in the Digests de 
BeguUs Juris : according to the modern way, thus, D. 50. 1 7. 
30. Again, /. 5. J 3. ff» de Jurejur. means the 3d Paragraph 
of the 5th Law of the Title in the Digests de Jurejurando : 
better thus, D. is. 2. 5. 3. And here note, that the Digests 
are sometimes referred to, as in the last instance, by a double^ ;

This treatise of Beanmanoir is so systematical and complete, 
and thrones so much light upon our ancient common law, that it 
cannot be too much recommended to the perusal of the Enslish 
antiqu^, hisforiaA, and lawyer.

astigned, and when the ninth did not exceed the tax, it was assigned 

for cause thereof; that vnth the tax cfthe church, there were other 

articles included, besides com, wool, and lambs, such as the dos or 

gkbe of the church, tithes k hay, (md other tithes, and if any

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obbey, prioryf or ether reUgious corporationf had property within 
any parith, the ninth arising from such property was found and 
returned by the Nome Roils.
